Aboyeur Becomes the Winner of the Most Sen- 
sational Derby of Recent Years. 



London. Eng.. June 4. — Tlie running of the Derby 
at Epsom today was marked by incidents of the 
most unexpected and sensational order. The ti to 4 
favorite, Craganour, finished first, but was disquali- 
fied for fettling. A woman, supposed to lie a mili- 
tant suffragette, darted out as the horses were 
rounding '1 at teubatn Corner, grasped Anmer's bridle, 
was .thrown, trampled on ami fatally burl. The dis- 
qualification of Craganour gave the race to A. I*. 
Ciniliffe's loo to 1 outsider. Aboyeur. a lmy colt by 
Desmond — Faulty, which liar unexpectedly linisl.ed 
second: \V. Raphael's bay colt. Ixmvois. by Isin- 
glass — l.ouvaine. was placed second and \V. Hall 
Walker’s bay colt. Great S|a>rt. by Galliituie — Gou- 
dojetlc. was placed third. Fifteen horses ran. Ixm- 
vnis started at 10 to 1 and Great SiHjrt at INI to 1. 
Time. 2:37%,. 

The fifteen runners got away to a good start. 
The outsider. Almyetir. showed the way up the hill. 
Six furlongs from home Almyeur was still leading, 
followed by Craganour. Ablegoud. Nimbus and I.ou- 
vois. Rounding Tatteuliuni euruer. Aboyeur still 
held the i-omniand in front ot Shogun and Craganour. 
Close home Cnig.-tuour eltalleuged and. in an exciting 
tiuish. passed the just. leading by only a head, with 
a neek separating second and third. 

Considerable crowding altcmlei the running of 
Hie race and, immediately after its tiuish. a com- 
plaint against .1. Reifi. who rode Craganour, was 
lodged wilh the stewards, who. on invs: 'gut ion, 
adjudged him guilty o. foul riding and tlie d’s 
qualitieat ion followed. \As Craganour was a highly 
impular favorite, and had lieen persistently hacked 
for a month past, the decision brought gieat loss to 
his followers and great gain to tin- bookmakers.

This was the tRewarus' Han- 
dicap of l.ono sovereigns for Ihrec-year-olds at a 
mile and forty-four yatds, wliieh was won by A.

and Maj. E. I.oler's Augur. !l'-l pounds, third. I t 
the course of the lace Leopold dc Roll.sel.ild's colt 
Felhntrdo slipped a:nl fell. IDs j m key. A. Wlialley. 
was knocked sens. -less and injured internally aad the 
colt had to be shot. 

There was practically nothing in the previous 
racing of Abo.' ear to suggest the enrollment of his 
name in the classic list of 1'erliy winners. Last 
year he was unplaced at his lirst start to Phlosiu-.*, 
Cock of the Rock and Ignoramus in the Kcnilct Plat-.- 
at Newbury. in his next essay li won bis only 
race of tlie year. This was the Champagne Stakes 
ot the Bihury Club's meeting in which he was first, 
with Santaline second, the Rock Sand— Wou l»y 
Waiting filly third and ten more ordiuary two-year- 
ohls unplaced. Then he rail third to HarntolMeoU 
and Crossbrook in the Great Kingston Plate at San- 
down Dark, second to the Peter Dan — -Hassling filly, 
now named Fly by Night, at Saudowu Park, un- 
placed to the Radium — Concertina filly. Meeting 
House and Flippant in the International Plate at 
Keiupton Park and unplaced to Jest, Light Brigade 
and Karenza iu a handicap for two year-olds at the 
Newmarket Houghton meeting. Unless having been 
started in some race quite recently, he hail only 
gone to the post once this year prior to the Derby. 
This was in the Easter Stakes at Kcmptou Park, 
March 24. in which he finished fourth to liippe- 
a strum, Rosewortbv and Foxglove. 



CHARLES KOHLER DIES IN FRANCE,, 



New York. June 4. — Charles Kohler, the New 
York sportsman, breeder and turfman, who was 
known iu various i«irts of the world, died yesterday 
in Paris, where he went to inspect the formidable 
string of racing thoroughbreds trained lor lam by 
S. C. Hildreth. 

Charles Kohler, although he has been interested 
in racing for a long time, lots lieen a horse owner 
only for the past three or four years, but during 
that time be acquired an international reputation, 
lieing especially well known in England and France. 
He was a piano manufacturer in this city. 

Several years ago Mr. Kohler established his first 
breeding farm in the Knmapo bills of New Jersey. 
It was known as the Kuuiupo Stock Fanil and speed- 
ily attracted wide attention on account of the choice 
group of thoroughbreds which were assembled there. 

In l'.MKl he piireha-od the famous stallion L'nolc 
from Samuel Hildreth for $10,000 and put him on 
tlie Runiapu farm with some mares which were cs- 
l>eeially selected by Frank Taylor. Marengo was 
another fatuous stallion at this farm and in 1911 
Mr. Kohler matin! this horse with the mares of 
iiis former neighbors at a nominal fee in an effort 
to educate them to the value of thoroughbred blood. 
With other good thoroughbreds at liis farm, Mr. 
Kohler so in had his breeding venture well estab- 
lished and had entries for the various races which 
were formidable. 

In lull. S. C. Hildreth sold the rest of his string 
of horses to Mr. Kohler ai one of the largest private 
sales in the history of racing. Among the horses 
he acquired at this sale were Fitz Herbert. Nov- 
elty, kens. Shannon. Hamilton Court. Restigouehe 
I’liggins and Gold Blade. These horses, together 
with others purchased at the same time, were sent 
to England, a farm was established in France, and 
entries were made in various French and English 
rates. Fitz Herbert was perhaps the most famous 
of this lot of horses, but all of them Were so Well 
known that great interest was manifested by Eng- 
lish turfmen in this invasion from America. 

Mr. Kohler was one of the men whom Governor 
Sulzer intended to name on the new racing com- 
mission, Imt the idea of making the appointment 
wa given tip. While in this country Mr. Kohler 
r> -bled at 14 West Fifty-fourth street, this city. 
He was forty -seven years old and is survived by 
a wife and three children. 



BROWN SUIT COMES TO TRIAL. 



New York, June 4. — Control over horse racing in 
the east, as exercised by the Jockey Club and the 
National Steeplechase and Hunts Association, was 
attacked by the Maryland State Fair Association 
today in the federal court. The Maryland Associa- 
tion asserts the Jockey Club and its associates form 
a combination iu restraint of trade and seek to' re- 
strain tin- organization from exercising authority 
over racing anywhere outside of the state of New 
York. 

The suit resulted from tin* refusal of the Jockey 
Club to sanction races which the Maryland State 
Fair Association wish to bold at Laurel. Md., next 
October. 

The controversy hinges on the question whether 
horse racing as conducted by the litigants is a 
‘'business.” Frederick Dallam, attorney for the 
Maryland Association, declared that his organiza- 
tion was distinctly for business purposes. Its plant, 
lie said, was worth $309,000; it had made money 
and expected those profits to continue. 

Joseph Atierhin-h. counsel for the Jockey Club, 
replied that his organization was a gentleman’s 
associatkm and in no ease a concern to make money, 
lie insisted that its operations did not come under 
the regulations of the federal anti-trust law. 

To this contention Hie Maryland State Fair Asso- 
ciation answered that while the club, ns an organi- 
zation. owned no tracks nor horses, its niomlicrs 
owned horses, raced them and were stockholders in 
race tracks.

New York, June 4. — The thirty-seventh running 
of the Juvenile Stakes was the particular feature 
of Belmont Park racing today.

The Juvenile Stakes, first run in 1S74, was a 
Jerome Dark fixture until 1S92. and from that year 
until 1903 was run at Morris Park, then it was 
transferred to Belmont Park.

Tomorrow tlie racing scene will shift to Piping 
Rock, said to be the most picturesque course in the 
country. In fact it lias lnsqi termed the Goodwood 
of America. It well deserves the appellation, for 
it is a natural institution, nature having supplied 
the carpets and surrounding beauties. The Piping 
Rock course is different from others in the metro- 
politan district and is unquestionably' designed to 
appeal more to society than to the regular racegoer. 
It has alteady been the means of attracting new 
blood to racing that would otherwise have lieen 
uninterested. Tin* colonies of Long Island have 
taken a fancy to Piping Rock and the appreciation 
of racing near Locust Valley is pronounced. It 
is probable that a greater crowd will attend to- 
morrow's races than ever before as the revival of 
the sport at Belmont Park has re-aroused the in- 
terest that has lain dormant for three years. The 
interest in not only local, as many society folks 
from Maryland, Washington. Virginia, Philadcphia, 
Boston and other cities will be there. 

Many of ihe horses that will take part are prac- 
tical! unknown among the amateur horsemen and 
members of the bunting set. yet there are plenty 
of good handicap horses and high class steeple- 
chasers among the entries, which are prolific iu 
seme eases, especially ill tlie subscription races. 

At Belmont Park, where most of the horses that 
will participate a re quartered, preparations have 
been going on for some time with regard to tie- 
horses that will be racial. A special train of hors- 
cars will each day carry from Belmont Park to 
Locust Valley these horses, and judging from the 
number of reservations that have been made, the 
fields will be large in some cases. 

Among tin- arrivals at Belmont yesterday was a 
delegation of army horses from Washington, number- 
ing close to twenty. The officers who own and will 
ride these horses will he here today and the races 
given over to them will 1«* of more interest than 
ever. The Secretary of War and General Wood, 

chief of staff, appreciating the good these races 
do, both in the development of the horses and in 
improving the skill of the officers, are making every 
effort to encourage these races under proper anspiees. 

The showing of the subscription race two-year-olds 
is looked upon with interest, indcjiendent of the 
rich rewards which await the owners of tlie placed 
horses iu Imili preliminary trials. The consolation 
and the final race on Monday will la* worth $ 10 , 000 , 
about as rich a juvenile slake as will Ih- run in 
this country this year. Them* colts and fillies were 
purchased last fall as yearlings in various parts of 
the country and brought here for distribution with- 
out the faintest idea as to their merit and speed. 
They were drawn by lot. placed in tlie stables of 
their various owners, developed and made ready for 
these races with but one idea prevalent — assistance 
to the American thoroughbred. 

Mrs. Payne Whitney, who races her horses under 
the name of the Greentree Stable, was receiving con- 
gratulations by the score in the paddock after her 
horse Delirium won tin* steeplechase at Belmont 
Park today. It was a impular victory, more so 
as Jimmy Owens, who trains tin* Greentree Stable 
horses, was not a bit stingy in handing out the tip 
to all comers. 

Eighteen army horses have arrived at the Bel- 
mont Park track anil arc quartered in the receiving 
stable. They will Ih* rcshi|>|ied by special horse 
car tomorrow to take part in tlx* races at Piping 
Rock. 'I'll! i mas F. Cahill has seven of the Fort 

Meyer hones. Among them are Wooitex, Old Erin. 
'/. agg and San Angelo. Mr. Smart is in charge of 
seven from Washington barracks anil two from Fort 
Ethan Allen. Noticed in tlie lot were Essex II., 
Handrunning. Jack Millertou. Kyrat. Goldwick. Mas- 
on, Phoenix Day. D. K. and Kinticlim. Mr. Smart says 
all have proven themselves good jumpers and should 
race well at Piping Rook.

Former Beats Good Opposition in Handicap — C. S, 
Campbell Scores a Double in Races for 
Canadian Breds. 



Montreal. Qur., June 4. — Canadian-bred horses 
were given an opiiortunity of showing their merit 
at Blue Bonnets this afternoon, the conditions of 
two of the races calling for Dominlon-breds. The 
winners of !>oth of these races came from the stable 
of C. S. Campbell, a local turf enthusiast. Corn 
Broom took the second race and Lindesta the fourth. 
Corn Broom is a good-looking gelding by Cesarinn — 
Birch Broom, that showed keen speed iu his trials 
at Pimlico last spring. He was ridden by Guy 
Burns, came from behind after a slow break and 
galloped home with a five-lengths lead. Lindesta 
bad her work cut out to win the fourth, which was 
a handicap at one mile. Ambrose kept lier closer 
up than usual in the early stages, hut in tin* home- 
stretch she tired and had to stand a long aud hard 
drive to outlast liavrock. 

Tlie third, which was a handicap at six furlongs, 
brought out the liest field of the afternoon and in- 
cidentally it furnished a surprise. The winner 
turned up in Upright, the extreme outsider, wliieh 
came from the rear and beat the favorite, Sher- 
wood, by a couple of lengths. Upright arrived here 
from Tulsa recently and lie appears to have rounded 
to the form he showed when racing in the colors of 
George Odom, which means that he will be trouble- 
some iu good company from now on. 

Lord Wells was the other winning outsider. Like 
Upright, he also came from the rear, finishing with 
a great burst of speed and beating Fred Levy a 
length. Half a dozen horses in this race appeared 
to have a good chance of winning at some stage 
of the running or other. 

The two-year-old race went to It. T. Wilson’s 
Scarlet Letter, a filly that was shipped here from 
Belmont Park on Monday. She showed a good per- 
formance, working her way up ou the outside and 
finishing gamely. 

John F. Ryan, manager of tin* Canadian Nation:. I 
Breeding Bureau, wired word Hiis morning of the 
death of the stallion Logan, which recently has 
been standing at Fort William, Out. Logan was 
the hero of many a hard fought battle during liis 
career ou tile turf and won many races for the 
lali' Alex. Shields. Logan raced on almost every 
track iu America and Canada. He was foaled in 
INNS and died of old age. 

There is a rumor here that the King Edward track 
is on tin* market and that A. M. Orpen of Toronto 
may purchase the plant.
